To Put It Mildly, That la What

But the facts are, that when you divide

Now, if this rr,OOtVW) to wved to 


somebody, the, query very naturally and 
properly arises: Has the nation tart any- 
thing trying to save this amount to the 
people of the nation by free wool? It 
was well known when the Democrats 
came into power that they would make 
wool free if they never did anything 
else, and the flocks and the prices of 
wool immediately adapted themselves to 
the free wool policy. 
The tanners' 


flocks were started to the slaughter 
pens, 
and on January 1,* 1894, 


according 
to the report of 
the 


Democratic secretary of agriculture 
there were 2,225,536 leas sheep in £his 
country than on Jan. 1, 1893, and that 
those sheep still remaining had depre- 
ciated in value 68 cents per head which 
amounted to a total loss to this nation in

oats, corn, and other products, of which 
we already raise more than the nation 
consumes, the national ledger stands as 
follows: Saved by free wool according 
to Springer's figures, 97,000,000. Lost by 
depletion of flocks and depreciation in. 
the value of sheep, {36,723,154; lost' in 
the price of wool, $21,250,000, leaving a 
Balance against the nation's prosperity 
of $50,973,154, all to save 82,000,000 a 
year. 


This looks bad for the Democratic 


policy that is to make this country pros- 
perous, tfhe same is true as to putting 
all so-called free raw material on the 
Eree list. Not one cent, these tariff re- 
formers say will be saved by free raw 
materials, will ever be saved in the pock- 
ets of the consumer, for the simple 
reason that the amount said to be saved 
is so small that it will never get to the 
consumer.

SPRWOFIILD, III., Sept. 2L—Judge 


Fouke in the Sangomon county circuit 
cowt decided the mandamus case of 
Jackson L. Jeasup and Chas. B. Palmer, 
Populist legislative candidates, against 
W. H.flinricbJ»n, secretary of state, in 
which the point at issue was the mean- 
ing of the words "general election" as 
used in the election laws. Judge Fouke 
sustains the secretary of state, holding 
that "A fair construction of this statute 
is that the next general election preced- 
ing the nomination of these candidates 
ras the judicial election in that district." 
Be took occasion to criticise the law, ex- 
pressing a doubt of the wisdom of the 
attempt on the part of the legislature 
"to incorporate political parties." "I 
doubt much," said the court, "the policy 
of having a law In this country that will 
destroy the elasticity of public opinion. 
I think it ought rather to encourage it. 
Voters should te legislated to the polls 
rather than away from the polls." The 
decision will have the effect of requiring 
not only the Populists but the Republi- 
cans and Prohibitionists to Dominate all 
their candidates by petition in the Fifth 
judicial district, being the counties of 
Sangamon, Macoupin, Christian, Mont 
gomery, Fayette and Shelby. The case 
will be appealed to the supreme court, 
but a decision cannot be obtained in 
time to be available this year.

THE OOVCBKOR'S BOOK. 


The men out of work will not find 


much comfort in the following extract 
from Gov. Altgeld's book, written prior

"At present there is much ground for 
complaint, especially as regards certain 
kinds of skilled labor which can be car- 
ried on in a prison as well as elsewhere. 
Thus there is no doubt the making 
of 
shoes, saddlery, cigars and a

of other articles requiring 


skilled labor, by convicts under the 
contract system at present, injures the 
free labor in this branch of industry; 
and it affects them moat in dull times, 
for in good times, when the demand is 
equal to the production of the entire 
country, all find employment, and that 
the contractor of prison labor is making 
excessive profits is not generally noticed. 
But when times are dull and the de- 
mand limited and prices low, inasmuch 
as the product of tile convict labor must 
continue to be the same, free labor has 
to suffer. Should the demand be no 
greater than can be supplied by the 
prison, then free labor would either have 
to seek other employment or accept such 
wages as would enable it to compete 
with convict tabor." 


Had Hu Pocket Xtokwi

THE NEAPOLITANS. 


gtreet Scene* wU BablU la the City at 


The commonest people of Naples sel- 


dom bny anythiasr from the stores or 
shops, but patronize peddlers and 
Btreet-hawkers almost exclusively. At 
the portable kitchen-booths, a btti of 
fare is offered to the hungry wayfarer 
that is laughingly reasonabte in pric» 
anil varied 4n kind. Besides the everi 
jirfsent macaroni, the principal article* 
of food are the frntti di mare, "sea- 
fruits," including- tousbels, polypi, and 
M-a-spiders, all regarded as most tempt- 
ing delicacies by the ever-hungry laz- 
zarone. Then there -are roasted fishes 
of all kinds, maize-dumplings, so-called 
spighe, and finally, the national meat- 
food called braocinole, which is really 
B dumpling or cake made of lamb-meat 
and lard. Snail soup is another deli- 
cacy, as well as cheese with bacon (la 
pi?/a). Like all southerners, the Nea- 
politans show a marked fondness for 
wefts of all kinds, and they would be 
quite lost without their portion of struf- 
foli, a rather tough cake, made princi- 
pally of honey. Then nothing appeals 
to the lazzaroni appetite so insidiously 
as the famous Easter-cake of Cassatel- 
lo A\hich is sprinkled most temptingly 
\\ith fluid pork-fat, and in which 
whole egsfs are baked, shell and all—a 
ouestionable dainty to uneducated 
palates. 


The lazzaroni women are seldom 


beautiful, and generally not even pret- 
ty 
They are usually poorly built, 


with swarthy complexions and irregu- 
lar features. Now and then one finds 
a lustrous pair of eyes of great beauty 
—but rarely. The Neapolitan women 
are not to be compared with the women 
of the country as seen in Rome and in 
the (.tmpagna, whose trim figures, 
graceful movements, and frequently 
charmingly fascinating faces soroften 
preet the eye of the traveler. Their 
fulness of form, proud bearing, and 
fine profiles are all conspicuously ab- 
sent m the wives of the lazzaroni- And 
how could it well be otherwise? Are 
thev not "beasts of burden" for "beasts 
of burden?" Are the facchini, by rea- 
son of their occupation, much more 
than this?—Gilbert Prouty, in Home 
and Country.

balanee. In those departments of in- 
dustry and trade in which the deferred 
business and the demand for replenish- 
ment of stocks have not been exhaust- 
ed, there is improve ment, and in some 
the business is not only larger than 
last year, but larger than two years 
ago. In others the exhaustion of tem- 
porary demand has brought disap- 
pointment) because it was smaller than 
was expected, and'because the remain- 
ing -demand appears uncomfortably 
light. In the aggregate, business is 
about a tenth larger than last year, 
hut still falls about 25 per cent, below 
a. full volume for the season.

Ship- 
ments from Boston in three weeks of 
September have been 251,828 cases, 
against 366,869 last year and 1340,289 in 
1892, but the demand is still mainly 
for low-priced goods.

In textile fabrics there has been a 


distinct decrease in trade, as initial 
stocks for the next season have been 
ordered and dealers are now waiting 
for the retail trade to give encourage- 
ment for further purchases. The lull 
in trade may be only temporary, but 
is felt the more as it folio ws the crowd- 
ing orders for several months into a 
few weeks. The strikes at Fall River 
and New Bedford have not ceased, and 
about a dozen additional cotton mills 
Have gone into operation elsewhere, 
several with reduced wages, but the 
orders for the present are narrow and 
much smaller than usual, although 
recent advances in prlee are main- 
tained. A large auction sale of silks 
has resulted in satisfactory prices. 
The demand for woolen dress goods is 
better, and will occupy some mills un- 
til the end of September, and the half- 
dozen concerns making clay diagonals 
are probably oversold, but in most 
lines the woolen business is restricted, 
and after what remained of several 
months' demand was crowded in to. a 
few weeks, the traffic is disappointing. 
London prices of wool, beginning about 
6 per cent, higher than at the last sale, 
were not quite up to previous market 
quotations, and sales of. wool at the 
three eastern market* have been for 
the week larger than of late—6,041,550 
pounds, against 4,210,325 last year,*and 
8,302,100 in 1892. In three weeks the 
sales have been 14,266,750, against 
9,863,225 last year, and -24,631,900 In 
1892.

A WICKED ATTEMPT

The culture of hemp rapidly extend- 


ed, and the habit of hemp smoking- 
grew upon the people until it had seri- 
ously injured theen. The results are 
said to be far more injurious than tha 
excessive use of opium. 


Prince H. de Croy.who is the commis- 


sioner of the Congo Free State in the 
Kassai district, writes that he has visited 
Balnba villages whose entire popula- 
tion has been almost ruined in morals 
and physique by the practice of hemp 
smoking. He is now using all his in- 
fluence to root out the practice. He 
flnds, however, that he must move with 
great prudence'for fear of exciting op- 
position that may defeat his purpose. 


He has secured the consent of the 


king to the ^introduction of the palm 
tree, and about four thousand of these 
trees hava thus far been replanted 
throughout the country. He is also- 
introducing the culture of tobacco and 
thinks he is making headway in his 
efforts to induce the king and his sub- 
jects to diminish the area .devoted to 
hemp planting and to replace it with 
the tobacco plant. He has gent to Eu- 
rope for a large quantity of tobacco 
seed, and he hopes that gradually he 
may destroy the practice which is now 
ruining the people.—Chicago Times.
